Certain groups and individuals have indicated that they intend to file a claim under 
the ATCA and the FSIA against Sudan officials who may visit the United States for 
diplomatic consultations. 



Provided legal advice on May 23, 2013, regarding the steps required to import into 
Sudan U.S.-origin spare parts for civil aircraft (OFAC Case No. Su-20 12-299055-1). 
On May 16, 2013, the Office of Foreign Assets Control (OFAC) issued a license 
indicating that a license would be granted to a U.S. exporter for the exportation of 
civil aircraft spare parts to Sudan. On December 29, 2012, we contacted Timothy 
Keating, Vice President, Boeing, Government Relations, and Jeff Hogard, Vice 
President, Boeing, International Operations, Bgarding#e ayailability of spare parts 
from Boeing for Sudan Airways. 



We provided legal advice to the Government of Sudan regarding the failure of 
General Electric to comply with its contractual obligations to provide variable speed 
drive software to the White Nile Sugar Co. Ltd. sugar mill, in which the Government 
of Sudan is a major shareholder. On April 26,May If, and May 19, 2013, we 
provided legal advice to Hassan Satti, Manager, White Nile Sugar Co. Ltd., regarding 
the status of a complaint filed against General Electnc by Uttam Sueratech 
mterhatlohal PVT. Ltd, a company basgd in India, in the state courts of Connecticut. 
Uttam Sueratech International PVT. Ltd. v. General Electric Company , No. FBT-CV- 
13-6033795 (D -Conn., filed Mar.ElOT3}. 

We have continuously monitored with OFAC the petition Sudan has filed with OFAC 
requesting a license to import U.S.-origin spare parts for Sudan Railways from U.S. 
suppliers, including General Electric, General Motors, and such other suppliers as 
may be required (OFAC case no. SU-2012-299052-1). We have continuously called 
the OFAC licensing division on behalf of Sudan Railways, to check on the status of a 
petition filed with OFAC on November 19, 2012. We also have communicated the 
information we received (i.e., that this petition was still under review) to our client 
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We have drafted a petition for submission to the Hon. John Kerry, Secretary of State, 
requesting that Sudan be removed from the U.S. Department of State list of State 
Sponsors of Terrorism. 

We have prepared a complaint that could be filed with the U.S. District Court for the 
District of Columbia in the event that the U.S. Department of State continues to list 
Sudan as a State Sponsor of Terrorism. 
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
